gate receipts. A total of $188 was there- 
fore received, and there was $825 paid 
in premiums. Under the supervision of 
the Associations there has been a steady 
growth until in 1898 there were over 
800 entries, over $1,100 gate and entry 
receipts, The amount paid in prizes 
was $4,500, In 1899, there was over 
$5,500 paid in prizes. In 1900, there 
was over 8,000 entries and over $7,000 
was paid in prizes, and 11,600 persons 
visited the Show. In 1898-9 block tests 
and lectures by the judges in the rings 
were introduced, and have since been 
continued and have proven of great 
value. It is safe to say that this is now 
the most important Show, from an 
educational standpoint, held in any part 
of the world, ‘Che Dairy Department 
is also most complete and. valuable, 
in fact, it is the most valuable and in- 
structive show of dairy cattle held any- 
where. In connection with the Show, 
poultry exhibits and experiments have 
been introduced, which are proving of 
great value to the country. 

The judges after making awards are 
requested to deliver addresses and ex- 
plain why they placed the awards as 
they did. -They are most carefully 
chosen and are men of wide experience 
who fully understand the requirements 
of the home and foreign markets. After 
the animals are judged alive, each one 
entered for the block test is sent into the 
slaughtering room where it is killed and 
dressed, being first privately marked by 
the director in charge of the ring, Other 
judges, also experts, now judge the car- 
casses and again address the audience 
and explain their awards and outline 
the requirements of the various markets 
and of the consumers. 

A building costing over $20,000 has 
been erected and equipped in Guelph for 
the purpose of holding the Show. Lec- 
ture rooms capable of seating 600 per- 
sons are provided. Last year these 
were not large enough, and an overflow 
meeting was held. he success of this 
exhibition proves that it is not neces- 
sary to proyide questionable entertain- 
ments in order to draw a large, intelli- 
gent and appreciative audience.

Flow many dairyinen can tell how 
many pounds of milk each cow gives, 
the percentage ok butter fat in each 
cow’s milk, and the average for the 
herd, how miuny pounds of butter to 
each hundred pounds of milk, how 
much it costs to feel each cow, and 
how much it costs to make a pound 
of butter and a few things like that? 
Yet this is just what many up-to- 
date dairymen know to a nicety. A 
scale, a Babenck test, a lead pencil 
and a little brains are the chief re- 
quisites. If you knew all this some 
{cows would be eating their heads off, 
some giving little milk would yet. 
run high in butter fat, and vice 
versa. 

Werd registers should be carefully 
ikept. These can be purchased in 
}convenient form to keep all the in- 
formation which one needs regarding 
each individual. 

There aye possibilities in dairy ac- 
counting merely hinted at in this 
brief article. If you cannot start on 
an elaborate system all at once, be- 
gin to keep a few careful, systematic 
records.

If you climb a mountain, your height 
decreases by three-quarters of an inch, 
and it may even diminish, exceptional- 
ly, bg a full inch. 

This is a fact known to all experi- 
enced mountain and Alpine climbers, 
On reaching the summit of the heights 
that form the pleasure ascents of holi- 
day makers in the Alpine districts the 
stature of the climber {s found to have 
become less to the extent already men- 
tioned. 

Doctors think that the attitude as- 
sumed of necessity in ascending is the 
eause of this diminution. Some per- 
sons believe that the pressure of the at- 
mosphere produces this shrinking. In 
favor of the medical theory there is the 
other unquestionable fact that the de- 
erease of stature is greater in those 
who carry a heavy pack during the 
climb, 

When the Alpinist has descended to 
the ordinary leyel, his height begins to 
increase, but the normal length of the 
body is not attained until several hours 
after reaching the regular surface of 
the earth.

CANADIAN OYSTERS. 
Sudden Jump Into Popularity of 
the Dominion Bivalves. 


Tho recent jump of Canadian oys- 
ters into popularity both In the Unit- 
od States and in Murope, where they 
recoived the highest award at the 
Paris Pxposition, has been followed 
by a visit of inspection to Quebec by 
Dr. Ih, WW Moore of the United Stat- 
es Mishery Commission, 

The commission intends to make 
an attc apt to breed oysters by arti- 
ficial means on the Vocific coast. 
Former attempts in this direction, 
both by Canada and the United 
States resulted in a failure. Dr. 
Moore has been engaged with the 
Canadian oyster expert, Mr. Kemp, 
in taking temperature and other ob- 
servations, and in testing the salin- 
ity of the water in various parts of 
Prince Hdward Island, 

As oysters are supposed to thrive 
waters, Dr, Moore ex- 
presses astonishment at the high av- 
temperature of the Canadian 


rixperts have re- 
fic coast the 
temperature is from seven to eight 
degrees lower and moro favorable 
than at Prince Edward Tsland. 

Cannda’s favorite oyster is the 
Malpeeque, which, like the Narrows, 
the Caraquet, ond several other 
prime bivalves, comes from Prince 
They are the larg- 
est of Canadian oysters and the Car- 
aquets the smallest. 

‘ THE MALPECQULS, 
when in prime condition are very 
larese, specimens being often met 
with up to eight or nine inches long. 
Some are almost circular, but most 
of the larger ones are obout two-- 
thirds as wide as they are loag. 

By the majority of Canadians the 
largest oysters are the most highly 
esteemed. ‘They are exceedingly fat 
and meaty, these Malpecques, “when 
in good order, and are always taken 
in a single mouthful. As smaller 
ones are preferred in the United 
States, the dealers who have a Can- 
adian and an American trade are 
able, by assorting their slock before 
shipping, to obtain the highest price 
for both large and small Malpecques. 

The Narrows are beautiful oysters, 
quite as valuable as the Malpecques 
in many localities. Botn Malpec- 
ques and Narrows have a particular 
jy saline flavor. Canadians and Am- 
ericans prefer them to the famous 
Blue, Points, or any other less saline 
bivalve. ; 

The Canadian oyster fishing sea- 
-\son begins on»September 16. This 
year a strong attempt was mado by 
the mayor of Quebee and others to 
induce the Dominion Government to 
allow the season to open a few days 
earlier than usual so that Canadian 
oysters might appear upon the Dill 
‘of fare for the Duke and Duchess of 
York when they dined here on Sapt. 
the date of their landing in 
he Government declined

NEED OF WATER DRINKING. 


We Are All Suffering for the Lack 
of Enough Fluid. 


A well known nerve specialist has 
Said that ‘all neurusthenics (that is, 
people with unhealthy nerves) have 
Cesiccated nerves and suffer from an 
insufficiency of fluid in the tissues of 
the body.’’

ed waste.of the body sets up a con- 
dition which the doctors call ‘‘au- 
tointoxication,’’ or self-poisoning. 
This condition may pive rise to al- 
most any known symptoms, from a 
pimple to heart failure, and is really 
responsible for most of the semi-in- 
valids with whom the world is 
largely peopled.

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To obtain the best resuits from 
water drinking certain rules should 
be observed. People do not all need 
the same amount, and it may take a 
little experimenting to find out iust 
how mich should be taken in ‘nii- 
vidual cases. ft has been stated hy 
some physicians that five or six 
pints should be taken during the 
twenty-four hours. Of this only a 
moderate quantity should bo taken 
with the meals. It is a mistakb to 
take no water with a meal, but it is 
perhaps a greater mistake to wash 
food down with water, especially 
with ice water. 

The best time for water-drinking 
is at night and early in the morning. 
It it well to form the habit of slow- 
ly sipping, during the bath and while 
dressing, two or three glasses of cool 
—not ice-cold—water. Two or three 
more may be sipped at bed-time, and 
again two or three glasses an 
or two before 
dinner.

strain and season with salt, cool 
and skim off fat. 

Bread and Crackers—In some form 
to be given with each meal; only 
stale bread (well baked); toast, 
zwieback, graham, oatmeal and glu- 
ten crackers, with meals only. 

Desserts—After 2} years, plain cus- 
tards, ice

The captain would have given the 
man a good dressing down for his silly 
notions only that the boat had actually 
been heading to windward in the teeth 
of a gale which no ship could haye 
made an Inch of way against. Being 
positive of this and not being able to 
explain it, he could say little or noth- 
ing. It was agreed between them, how- 
ever, that nothing should be said to the 
other watch when it turned out, and 
they went on duty without knowing 
that anything out of the way had hap- 
pened. While carrying the affair out 
with pretended indifference, Captain 
Crox was, as a matter of fact, pretty 
thoroughly upset over it, and on turn- 
ing in he found that he could not go to 
sleep.

At the end of that time there was an- 
other gale, and the man and the boat 
appeared to the new crew twice in the 
same night and drove them ashore, as 
they had the old. 

A third crew went out, and for two 
weeks the weather was fine, and the 
board began to prepare to remoye the 
wrecks. Some progress had been made 
when a three days’ gale set in from the 
north, and there were more wrecks 
than had been known for ten years be- 
fore. or two days the lightship hung 


to her anchors, though having a signal 
of distress out after the first day, but 


when the gale abated she had disap- 
peared. She had been swept down 
channel and out to sea and a week lat- 
er was passed bottom up more than 
800 miles away. The same storm broke 
up and remoyed the wrecks, and there 
was no longer need of a light at the 
spot. Trinity board would haye none 
of the men back, though there were 
eight of them to tell the same grew- 
some story, but none of them repined 
overmuch. They had been driven 
ashore by a specter, but it had been a 
warning to save them from the fate 
that took the last quartet.

FIRE IN PUGWASH, N.S. 


Twenty-Five Buildings Are Laid in 
Ashes. 


A despatch from Pugwash, N. S,, 
says:—lire broke out in this lumber- 
ing town and shipping port on Sun- 
day evening with disastrous results.

HINTS TO HOUSHKEEPERS. 


Wow to make silver polish cloths, 
by a process probably allied to the 
“‘witch kloth’’ of the bazars. .Get 
two ounces of powdered hartshorn 
and dissolve it in new milk milk. In 
the solution boil soft cloths for five 
minutes, drop into cold water, wring 
quickly, and dry before tlic fire.

The knowledge how to mend a hole 
in a pan, or to join together pieces 
of metal, is sometimes a very good 
thing to have, when one is far from 
a tinsmith, or in too great a hurry 
to wait for him. It is, besides, a 
pleasant as well as useful occupation 
for the older children and furnishes 
them rainy day work. 

Of course, the most workmanlike 
way to solder is to use a soldering 
fron, but much can be done with «a 
lamp, and almost anyone can learn 
to join copper, brass, tinplate, ete., 
by the use of an oil or spirit lamp. 

Tinplate is most easily soldered, 
and next in order ig copper, then 
wrought 


platinum, silver, brass, 
iron, steel, and cast ivon. Some 
tinsmiths say cast iron cannot be 
soldered, but this is a mistake. 

Tho first thing to do is to see 
that the surfaces to be joined are 
very clean. To insure this, scrape 
them with a file, knife, or sandpaper,

“All right” rivals “hurry up,” not 
because forelgn tongues lack similar 
expressions, but because there {s a jol- 
ly, hail fellow well met air about “All 
right” Jacking in other phrases of the 
same character. Then, too, “All right” 
takes the place not only of “Good,” but 
of “Yes” and “I understand” and of a 
dozen other phrases which in other 
languages require separate expressions. 

The third phrase, which alone shares 
the popularity of the first two, is, “It’s 
nice.’ This should be interesting to 
purists who wish to restrict “nice” to 
{ts first and original meaning of ‘“‘ex- 
act.” No word of ancestry sufficiently 
aristocratic to please them takes the 
place of “nice” in its colloquial mean- 
ing, and foreigners clasp it with joy, 
wholly ignorant of the fact that they 
are outraging the feelings of anybody 
by so doing. Other phrases besides 
“Hurry up,” “All right” and “It’s nice” 
captivate the fancy of the newly land- 
ed but these three reign supreme.

Anyway a brief study of the hourglass

“Of the hourglasses sold at present 


velocity. The prevailing theory is that 
the northeast trade winds drive a cur- 
rent into the Caribbean sea and, alded 
by the feeble equatorial stream, heap 
up the water in the gulf of Mexico, 
thence rushing around the south of 
Plorida from the source of the gulf 
stream. But there is no such a heap- 
ing of the waters in that gulf. The 
waters there are sluggish, and there is 
no perceptible current leading toward 
the gulf stream or anywhere else. 

This theory has been accepted for 
want of a better, but those who fayor 
it are not entirely satisfied with Jt. The 
gulf stream is an independent body of 
water, haying no connection with the 
water around or behind the point 
where it emerges. It is warmer and 
of a deeper blue than the surrounding 
seas and gushes forth from the start- 
ing point off Cape Sable at the rate of 
from five to six kuots an hour, with 
a temperature of about 90 degrees, 
lessening gradually as it proceeds on 
its journey of thousands of miles across 
the Atlantic ocean, warming the west- 
ern shores of Kurope. 

Having seen the fallacy of the the- 
ories concerning the gulf stream, we 
will turn our attention to the great Pa- 
cific current, identical in all respects 
with its sister current of the Atlantic 
and concerning which there are no the- 
ories to contend with. 

It starts spontaneously from a spot a 
few miles from the south end of the 
island of Formosa, in the Banshee 
channel, following the coast of Yor- 
mosa northeasterly, past and through 
the Loochoo islands, skirting the coast 
of Japan; thence turns eastward on its 
long journey across the wide Pacific, 
warming the coast of America from 
Puget sound to Mexico. Its dark blue 
waters are in striking contrast to the 
surrounding seas, giving it the name of 
Murra Suar, or black water. It is an 
independent stream where no combina- 
tion of winds or currents can possibly 
cause the mighty rush of warm blue 
water with a velocity of from five to 
six knots an hour from the start. 

In its characteristics of heat, color 
and direction it resembles the gulf 
stream in every particular, and the 
origin of the two streams must be the 
same, whatever they may be, which I 
shall endeavor to show later on. There 
is another ocean current similar in all 
respects to the other two, with the ex- 
ception that it runs in an exactly op- 
posite direction. Starting from the vi- 
cinity of the south end of the island of 
Madagascar, it runs southwesterly 
around the Capeof Good Hope, where 
it disappears off Cape Lagullas. As a 
current, probably part of it is diverted 
{nto a steady set of the eastern current, 
caused by the prevailing westerly 
winds in that region. No scientists, so 
far as I am aware, have attempted to 
account for this current. Having now 
proved beyond refutation that all the- 
ories advanced as to the cause of ocean 
currents are groundless, it remains to 
be proyed what the true cause is. 

It must be admitted that the currents 
have a similar origin, as they are iden- 
tical in eyery respect as regards color, 
heat and yelocity, springing forth in 
the same manner spontaneously from 
the earth in some mysterious way. 
There is no place on the surface of the 
earth where the water can be heated 
to furnish the heat contained in these 
streams that gush forth from the 
depths of the sea; consequently the 
forces must be subterranean and can 
only be accounted for by large bodies 
of clear, blue water from the ocean 
forcing its way into the depths of the 
earth under its crust, where it burrows 
a channel of Its own to the surface 
again, haying received its warmth on 
the way by contact with the internal 
heat of the lower regions of the earth, 
forced on by continual pressure from 
behind. 

That there are orifices {n the carth’s 
crust cannot be denied, also what be- 
comes of the vast volume of yyater that 
eannot be computed which 1s constant- 
ly running at the rate of from four to 
six knots an bour from the Atlantic 
ocean, through the strait of Gibraltar 


into the Mediterranean sea. The nu- 
merous rivers, too, are continually 
flowing in, and yet the sea remains at 
the same leyel. Wyaporation cannot 


account for It, for what is evaporated 
is formed into clouds and ts precipitat- 
ed again Into the sea by the medium of 
storms and frequent rains. 

The water must enter the earth from 
the ocean through these apertures on 
an ineline as it gushes forth in these 
three mighty currents and cannot be 


discovered by soundings; consequently 
these three mighty currents are noth- 
ing more or less than {mmense geysers.

Few Americans are aware of tlre fact 
that the name of their continent is due 
to a German scholar. 
Waldscemuller, also known as Hyla- 
comylus, of St. Die, in the Vosges, 
edited a book called “Cosmographize 
Introductio,” in which he gave a trans- 
lation of Amerigo Vespucci’s deserip- 
tion of his voyages. 

That was just the time when Ameri- 
go’s fame filled the world, while Colum- 
bus’ disgrace overshadowed his merit, 
and evidently his name had 
reached the quict village in the Vosges 
when Amerigo trumpeted forth his own 
glory. So Hylacomylus proposed that, 
since the new continent was, after all, 
not a part of the Indies, no name would 
suit it better than that of his famous 
explorer, Amerigo. 

Tho book was read far and wide, and 
g0 quickly was the proposition accepted 
that, when later on the true discoverer 
was known, the name was already 
rooted too deeply in general use to 
be abolished, and was even extended 
to the north part of the continent, while 
Hylacomylus had only meant it for 
the present South America.—National 
Geographic Magazine.

Mr, I". S, Mallory. The vats, churn, 
worker, utensils and employees must 
be absolutely clean and sweet. Tn 
running a creamery where the 
is drawn to the creamery and there 
separated, is much better than a 
gathered cream plant where only the 
cream is brought. Farmers will not 
take care of cream properly and the 
greater part of it comes in sour.
